Geologists tell us that the little 
sect builds islands in the sea, and we — 
vast beds of calcareous earth, and shells, and 
lime, and at last of the white marble. came 
by way of the life and death of billions of 
these littie tollers ot the long ago. Our nat- 
ural geographers tell us that the great 
mountain ranges are related to the atmos- 
pheric changes and the condensation of 
mists into rain and snow. They tell us that

their destruction the famines of the East a 
traceable, and that in cutting down our own 
millions of trees may be taking the life that 
uncousciously tolls for us night and day. 

We know that the mineral world lies be- 
neath the vegetable, and vegetable 
beneath the animal, and that without the 
one the other could not be. We know that 
the moon, though more than 200,000 miles 
away, reaches down and takes hold of the 
waters of the great ocean and causes the 
tides to rise and fail. We know that every 
particie of matter is attracted by every other 
particle; that the moon moves around the 
earth, and the earth and its neighboring plan- 
ets move around the sun; and then that 
there are not only satellite systems, and sun 
systems, and group systems., but a tinal uni- 
verse system; and that throughout the vast 
comain of Nature no world exists by itself 
and for itself, but that each one is a part of 
and related to the whole great order. 

And finding thus that one thing is related 
to another in the wi range of Nature, 
one may now come to consider the one- 
ness and the relatedness, or what 
is called solidarity, of the 
human family. And here we find there isa 
comprehensive unity in the structure and 
type of the body ana of the mental faculties, 
and also of the moral nature, but it is not 
upon these that we are now to dwell, but 
rather to show that in the place of one be- 
ing the many individual beings who are thus 
alike in nature and dwelling together in the 
same world are so related in wants and de- 
pendencies, and aims and sympathies, that 
“none of us liveth to himself, and no man 
dieth to himself.“ 

This will appear if we look at the work of 
the world in material things. Individual 
man, if left alone, must necessarily have a 
limited life: he ean have only what his un- 
aided hands can produce. He must perform 


all kinds of work himself; must be farmer 
and ‘mechanic, and tailor and shoemaker, 


He can have littl or no machinery, 
and anything like con venlences 
of social life would de impossible. 


And hence Plato, more than 2,000 years — . 
argued in his * Republic” that there shoul 
be divisions of labor, as farmers, and 
chants, and mechanics; and we find that as 
a advances the divisions of labor multi- 
ply. 

And when we study these many divisions 
we may see how one is dependent upon the 
other, and how all together work for a com- 
mon end. First come the great producing 
industries, the farmers and the mechanics; 
but these make necessary another class who 
shall handle the grain and the wares, and 
hence we must have merchants, and then 
means of transportation and travel are need- 
edi, and we must have teams, and roads, and 
shipping, and there will spring up centres of 
ecommerce and manufacture, and hence cities 
will arise. 

And when we have advanced thus far we 
must have laws to regulate bargains, sales, 
and contracts: and these call fur legislators, 
and lawyers, and courts of justice, and all 
the machinery of government. And here we 

‘are in the world of mind, and must have 
schools and teachers, and books and papers; 
and all these things bring us to the wants ot 
the soul—to the Sabbath, and the church 
and the institutions of religion. And in all 
these various departments of the world’s 
work and study we find that no one lives to 
himself. The producing industries are de- 
pendent upon the consumers, and the mer- 
chants upon the buyeis; and so real are these 
interdependencies among men that if any 
one. branch of needed Jabor should cease the 
whole social order would suffer. When the 
telegraphers left their instruments the effect 
was felt along every road of travel and every 
line of business. hen laborers strike ma- 
chinery stands still and building ceases; and 
were lawyers, and bankers, and teachers to 


leave their places there would be no courts 


to try our cases, no money exchange to 


transact business, no school for the children. 


And now in all these things we see how 
closely related and dependent we are one 
upon the other. The great plan of things ts 
such that we cannot live to ourselves; in 
working for ourselves we must work for 
others. Men may try to be selfish, and often 
are selfish, but even selfishness overliews to 
otheis. The idlers, the pleasure-seekers, the 
men of ease, all create demands for labor, 

hence scatter money. And even those 
who hang upon society cannot live to them- 
selves. They are a care and a burden to 
others. And there isa divine wisdom in 
this far-reaching plan that thus relates one 
life to another and makes it possibie for one 
in helping himself to help others, and that 


makes the life of evildoers the burden and 
the care of 


good. 

But tne related life of man finds expression 
not only in laborand the business of the 
world, but also and more tenderly is it found 
in the sacred’ bonds that unite tami- 
ly. God “ hath set the solitary in families“ 
—that is, the family relation is of divine ap- 
pointment. And in this way the millious of 
our race are bound together by the dearest 
ties of 1 of blood. The lives of the 
parents flow in the veins of their children, 
and thus our children are a part of ourselves 
—ourselves multiplied into other lives. And 
here how true it is that “none of us liveth 
unto himself”; that our interests, our happi- 
ness, and our affections overflow and run out 
to our children and the lives of the children 
flow back to their parents. 

And closely relatea to these facts is the 
subtle law of heredity, or of transmission of 
bodily conditions and mental and moral 
traits and tendencies, 0 which not only as 
an outgoing of sympathy do we transcend 
ourseives and live in and for others, but asa 
fact our lives affect their lives. fe send 
forward to future generations—to the third 
and fourth,“ and beyond this—tne conditions 
of strength, and weakness, and impulses to 
good or evil. We cannotthwart these subtle 
and persistent laws of transmission, hence 
cannot “live to ourselves.“ Thousands of 
children are borti fettered and handicapped 

y weak and diseased bodies, and others by 
inherited tendencies to evil. And on the 
other and the beneficent side of this law, 
other thousands come into the world strong 
and weil balanced and equipped for life's 
work: and in its far-reaching results this 
law holds a prophecy and a possibility of a 
regenerated race—a race in which the evil is 
left out and only the good conserved and 
carried forward, 

And then, further than these relationships 
of tamily, heredity, our world, 
appreciation, must see that on a broad scale 
the interests of one must be the interests of 
another, and hence there is a common. a 
universal interest in society. And this fact, 
when understood, will make us all friends 
of every noble reform in thought, or life, or 
social customs; and for the reason that 
under the law of related life all must share 
— good or are 
nterested in truth, a us 


laws, and temperance, and morality, 
pure religion. 
And in this larger field one may see how 


great minds and lives—world-thinkers and 
world-actors—have influenced the lives of 
millions, and how their thoughts are still 
dominating mankind. Such characters have 
appeared often in groups, constituting his- 
toricaleras. A groupof such world-actors 
appeared some 500 years before Christ 
in a Confucius of China, a Buddha of India, 
and ina Plato and Socrates of Greece. The 
influence of these men is far greater today 
than it was 2,500 —— ago. And later, in 
the fifth and sixth Christian centuries, came 
Augustin and Mahomet, the one to ‘ype &

W ho shali estimate the influence of Martin

And in the fields of art, and science, and 
philosophy, and literature, the impulse and 
the inspiration of those 1 men and 
great centuries are felt now by all who carve,

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to ry — conditions and appear in forms 
more utiful. 
And now wecan see that we cannot die 
for ourselves any more than we can live for 
ourselves. What we call the dying enters 
into and affects all the relations of life as 
much and often more than does the living. 
The death of a child or a parent is felt in the 
home; the death of a neighbor is felt in the 
—— : the death of a minister or a 
ects the church and the school. 

The death of a laborer, or a business-man, or 
a statesman is felt in the circles where he 
moved. When ‘Lincoln and Garfield died 
the vountry mourned and all nations were 
woved to sympathy. hen Emerson, and 
Carlyle, and Stanley, and Darwin died the 
great heart of literature, and religion, and 
sclence was touched; and the fact that a 
Whittier, and a Spencer, and a Gladstone, 
and Victoria, and William, and Spurgeon, 
and Simpson, and her are growing old— 
hanging like ripened fruit in autumn and 
soon to be gathered to the other shore—tills 
ali the world with ustrange sense of sad- 


ness. 

But we shonld remember that death, not 
less than life, is a power to help on the great 
purposes of existence. Death is beneticent 
and disposes us to forgive the wrong, and it 
exalts and sets forth forever the good. And 
it is often true that death gives to the 
thought and life of the departed a 
power unknown before. The influence of 
our children and our mothers in the 
home lives on Jong years after they have 
. away. The voice of Lovejoy and 

incotn is still heard in our land, pleading 
for liberty and right. ‘The death of Socrates 
in the dying of the Greek religion was the 
resurrection—the larger living of the truth 
and the virtue for which he gave his life. The 
death of Julius Cesar aroused the dying life 
of the Romans. Moses and Elias came back 
to talk with Jesus on the mount; and so it is 
that the dead not only live on in memory and 
history, and bronze and marble, but they all, 
unseen it may be to us, mingle still in 
the busy scenes of earth, and love and toil 
still for the liberty or the religion they 
loved so well. 

And thus we see the one and the many— 
the individual and the race bound together 
in nature and work, in life and in death, and 
allthis under the larger relations of the 
creature to the Creator; for in life and death 
“we are the Lord's,“ and “for this cause 
Christ died and ruse again that He might be 
Lord both ot the deati and the living.“ and 
thus life and death are caught up into the 
higher relations of God and eternity. 


from the manger fm His birth to the rich in 
His death. He theught the higher thoughts 
of all; announced truth for all; His heart 
throbbed with an universal sympathy, and 
the poor, and the fallen, and the sinners were 
drawn by the power of Liis love. He died 
for all—died for all in a sense that none other 
could: and His death awoke the conscience 
of heart of the world.

PROF. DAVID SWING. 


“The Ideal Young Man.“ 

Prof. Swing preached yesterday forenoon 
in the Central Chureh. His theme was 
* The Ideal Young Man.” Followmg is the 
sermon: 


— O young man, in thy youth.—Fccl., 


The ideals of the world change, as do our 
garments, or houses, ot furniture. Part of 
these changes are the result of caprice and 
of weariness of things thatare old. Other 
partsof the shifting scene come from that 
progress which is always discovering some- 
thing better than that which hasbeen. There 
must be a permanent good, and beautiful, 
and true, but the way to these destinations 
is very jong and the march of mankind is 
very slow. ‘The ideal beauty has not yet 
come to painting, or statuary, or music. 
Something is still wanting. Having reached 
a certain excellence, each year or 
decade hopes more of the succeeding 
period, and says: After a while we 
shall have something good to place upon 
exhibition. Each present is the sum total of 
the past, and having gathered up the good of 
yesterday the present passes on to become an 
element of something better still. ‘The whole 
of today becomes a part of tomorrow. 
ciety is an accumulation like a deita of the 
Nile or like a glacier. 


Among these wandering, changing ideas 


must be reckoned that distinct member of the 
human family called the Young Man. A 
discussion of the human race at large would 
inciude each branch of the strange, living 
tree, but it would be too general to meet 
well the details of the special case. The 
word “young” carries with it some pe- 


culiarities, and makes the human being who 
has such a charm worthy of a special consid- 
eration. Youth possesses a romance and 
many powers not belonging to all of life, and 
out of these there is grown a hope much 
larger than belongs to the average heart. 
So much time is seen unfolding itself before 
the young soul that itseems an object worthy 
of consideration. When thesnow-white hair 
is decorating the temples we run not to that 
one with our schemes of business, or art, or 
pleasure which ask for a half-century of 
power and vivacity; but to such a one we go 
to learn perhaps the lessons of religion or of 
personal history, and when he js discoursing 
to us we seem to be sitting in evening of 
a long day and to be marking the sun go 
down among the hills. Our whole mind is 
full of the sense of a journey coming to an 
end. We keep back our schemes of great 
gain or great work, because we are in 
the presence of one who would smile 
at our plans and point us to his white 
hair. Com to youth whose face 
has just been washed red in the golden bow! 
and strange, sweet waters of life, all tne 
plans of time come to our tongue because we 
are with one who has a soul full of years, 

He has 2 magnificent fortune in his own 
right. To the old man with his millions of. 
money a youth of 20 might say “I have 

something, O thou Croesus of a hundred 

millions! which you cannot buy—an outlook 

of fitty years.” If the youth of our day could 
only read the worth of such a possession 
they would not complain of being poor. The 
absence of money is nothing compared with 

the absence of years. A mortal whose time 
is almost zone is poor, although he may have 
great possessions. He has a ship, but his sea 
has gone dry. : 

What should be the quality of the modern 
young man? The ideal has changed, but 
the chanee is not all merely the result of 
fickle fashion. The evergrowing wisdom of 
the human race expresses itself in all things 
at once, and the ideals of today are ail higher 
than they were when Solomon wrote his 

roverbs or songs and when Homer com posed 
his heroic verses. The Hebrew and Greek 
outh was mighty in war. All de old civil- 
zation reaching along the Nile, or the Jor- 
den, or the Euphrates was full of physical 
beauty. it was the duty of slaves to perform 
all the work that went to sustain life. This 
lower class grew the wheat, and hewed the 
wood, and drew the water, and carried the 
burdens of the field.

The fa- 
ther who died of joy when he heard of his 
son’s victories in the games may stand as an 
index of the estimate made in period of 
physical grace and power. Many youth add- 
ed studies of rhetoric, and 8 and philos-

With great unanimity the nations have set 
apart their high-born young wen for sports 
and war. Weseethis in the maxim. “Old 
men for counsel, young men for war,’’ and 
see it in the history of all the States which 
fill the long distance between Egypt and En- 
giand. The custom even reached down to 
our own South made a horseman, and 
Kallant. and duellist of each of those of whom 
Greece had made mnhasts and warriors. 
The half-romantic, half-savage life which 
ran footraces and wrestied in the Olympian 
dust went onward to make the daring, cruel 
soldiers and giddiators of Rome, and 
reappeared in the knights aud crusa- 
ders of the middle ages, and then became 
visible once more in the chase along with the 
hounds in England, and then sprang uponce 
more in Virginia, and faded away at last in 
the plantations of Louisiana and Georgia, 
never again to be seen upon earth. 

‘Lhe modern young man is different with- 
out being always an advance. But for the 
ravages of intemperance the young men of 
today would as much surpass their prede- 
cessors in old England or old Greece as those 
States surpassed barbarism. Man can be 
good and happy without fortune, and with- 
out fame, ana without churech-imembership, 
but he cannot reach any good in the path 
of the drunkard. That vice attacks at one 
time the money body, and the brain 
of its victim. it leaves Dr untouched. 
As the molten lava rolling down into a 
tropical valley scorches all things. and 
leaves not a leaf of green and not a drop of 
water or dew, but transforms a paradise into 


blights the young man's world and leaves 
justenough of body, or dust, or n to 
catch a mother’s or a sister’s tears. Gambiing 
and other sins ask for and receive their quota 
of victims, and our age, with a generosity per- 
fectiy infernal, hands over an annual pay- 
ment of thousands of souls, but compared 
with the ruin wrought by drunkenness the 
5 from other vices is slight.

In these circumstances the best we can do 
is to tell as nearly as possible what form of 
young man our age is attempting to con- 
struct out of all the material willed to it by 
the past and discovered in the present. Rich 
and beautiful material has been at last gath- 
ered into one place and time. The time is 
the present and America is the place. Ex- 
perience might have led any uation and any 

st period toward a befter form of human 

ife, but the difficulty lay in the inability of 
all former times to inspect the past. ‘The 
business of high and low was simply to re- 
peat the past. Whether the business la 
within astronomy, or chemistry, or agri- 
culture, or politics, or home economy, or the 
sanctuary, the student must simply inquire 
what had been. But with the late centuries 
has come the power tor sift all ideas and all 
conduct, and, from an immense mass of 
things brought forward from yesterday, to 
select the valuable and to detect and con- 
demn the worthless. But this power has 
not yet come in its purity to the old mon- 
archieés Russia, Germans, England, and 
France, and they are still fettered by the. 
chains of antiquity, but in this Continent the 
old is valuable only so faras it is full of 
present and future good. Our Nation is the 
first untrammeled eclectic. It is impelled by 
only one motive—the discovery of the highest 
eO. It seems nut to bea fanatic. It is not 
a destroyer of the old, nor is it intexicated 
over the new; but it seems ready to love 
what has been or what shall be if only it will 
stand the test of scrutiny, Such an age is 
building up its theory of a young man, and, 
while comparatively only a few of these 
ideals are to be found in the actual homes 
and streets, yet the theory is taking posses- 
sion of the public mind, and- will, sooner or 
later, express itself in the visible life uf the

‘The young man of today in the highest 
type of early manhood cares for his body 
with some of the old Grecian zeal. Bodily 
exercise, sunshine, fresh air, a brown face 

brown hands are matters of no smal 
pride. The effeminacy of some times and 
places fiu ds little regard in the continent and 
cannot advance far trom some hot-house of 
fashion before it meets with universal de- 
rision. But there is a bodily exercise which 
detracts from manhood, because it robs the 
brain of biood that it may build up the arms 
and limbs.

The true man and the true 
woman is a mosaic, not a single gem; and 
the brain and the emotions must have their 
gymnasium and must shure a daily exercise 
along with the body. It is a sad piece of

With the advance of 
mental culture, with the decline of vices, and 
with the love of grass, and flowers. and books, 
of pure companionship, this sentiment 
of howe is turning into a passion. Go to the 
humblest clerk or bookkeeper whose heart is 
hot patsied by some vice and he will tell you 
that a home is the sum of his dreams. 
the best sentiment of the continent. 

What will be the religion of this new gen- 
eration? Are the youth growing up into 
atheism? All such sketches of morality 
must be drawn froin the features of the ma- 
jority, and this majority is not atheistic. 
A priori, it cannot be because atheism is 
not a logical system. It is reached by a con- 
tempt for the common laws of reasoning. It 
28 more credulity to be an atheist than 
to be a deist. A man who accepts all the 
tenets of Rome is more rational than he who 
believes that a worm ever squirmed itself 
into the whole animal kingdom, that a drop 
of mud tossed itself about until it became a 
garden of flowers, and that the music of Mr. 
Thomas“ orchestra caine from the croaking 
of frogs in a developing — 2 a million 
epochs back. To settle down into such a 
theory of genesis is to confer dignity upon 
the monks and miracle-lovers of the Dark 
Ages. Atheism will not come, because it has 
no logical feet upon which to advance, not 
come as a general belief as long as a great re- 
suit shall ask for a great cause. 

liaving seen that the army of young men 
logically caunot come under the banner of 
atheisin it reinains to affirm: that they do not 
thus come. They throng all our ehurches; 
they are full of inquiry; they read, and pon- 
der, and stand, not indeed Christians, but 
adulte fully convinced that there lies under 
the universe an arm greater than that of 
man. But while it is almost certain that the 
hew generation will not be atheistic, it is as 
probable that it will not be fond of Calvin, 
or Wesley, or Campbell, or M. Capel. Cal- 
vin was too fond of an intellectual system, 
Wesley of a formal mode of speakui and 
acting, Campbell was too much wedded to 
a single rite, Capel and his Romanism too 
fond of belief without premises. ‘The com- 
ing Christianity will use the old names of its 
forwer self, but it will be careful to tell 
the world that it has emptied : 
of their old import, ana by Presbyte- 
rianism, and Methodism, and Episcopa- 
83 and such words means only faith in 
Giod and an effort to live the life of Christ. 
A Roman Catholic young man of the upper 
elreles and one faithful to his morning mass 
said recently that his church does not any 
longer pretend to monopolize the blessing of 
Salvation. All sects drink of that river.“ The 
conversions to Rome are probably not half so 
humerous as the withdrawals from that form 
of faith. The intellectual and virtual dis- 
eardiag of all special creeds is wider than the 
formal withdrawals; for institutions go on 
after their contents have long been scattered 
tw the winds. In London there are guilds 
which Were founded centuries ago by tallors 
or other artisans, and onward they live and 
flourish although no tailor is among the 
meibers of today; thus Calvinism may still 

ean institution although the lovers of that 

orm of belief may all have passed from the 
face of the earth. Thus churchism is to re- 
pose lightiy.upon all the shoulders now 
young, but in the heart there will be found 
the fuilest assurance that Christianity is only 
a wearing in the home and the street of the 
moral image of God. Christianity has fled 
trom philosophy and has becowe a pursuit 
of human happiness. Its effort is to dispel 
serrow from time and to make this world the 
beautify! porch of immortality. Its grandeur 
has exalted it to simplieity. 

So far as the rising generation are espous- 
ing Christianity thisis its quality. The ef- 
forts of Capel to allurethe youth to his Ro- 
manism will be as futile as would be an ef- 
fort to revive Calvinism or the austerities of 
the Puritans or the shouts of the early 
Methodista.

Bloody Work Expected in the Penn- 
syivania Ceale Mines. 

BrapFrorp, Pa., Oct. 14.—[Special.]—There 
were no new developments today. The 
trouble is expected to begin at 7 o’clock to- 
morrow, when the 600 minersin the employ 
of the Rochester & Pittsburg will attempt 
to resume work. The strikers, who are 
hedvily armed, are camped near the mines. 
The railroad authorities anticipate a bloody 
time, and will use every precaution to pro- 
tect their men. 

Said an official: The mines will be 
opened tomorrow at all hazards. We expect 
that the strikers will resort to violence, 
but we are prepared for them in every 
way. Our mines are now guarded by 100 
of Pinkerton’s detectives. The officers are 
all armed with Winchester repeating-rifles 
and 3%calibre revolvers. If the rioters at- 
tempt to interfere or use force to prevent our 
men from workimg there will certainly be 
bloodshed. The detectives are accustomed 
to deal with roughs, and, as the majority are 
good shots, they can create terrible havoc 
with the strikers. A force of about fifty of 
Pinkerton’s police passed through Pittsburg 
yesterday. Tonight twelve more of Pinker- 
ton’s men, in command of Capt. P. Foley, ar- 
rived here on a special train from Chi- 
cago. Ihave just delivered to Capt. Foley 
twelve repeating rifles, twelve revolvers, and 
2.900 rounds of ammunition. The car con- 
tained twenty mattresses for the use of the 
men. This last detachment will reach the 
Beach Tree mines at lo’clock. The entire 
force of special police will then be on duty, 
and remain at their posts until the diffieuity 
is settled.“ 

It is reported here tonight that every prep- 
aration has been inade to open by force the 
mines at Reynoldsviile. Over 2,000 of the 
strikers-are encamped at these mines. They 
are armed. The mine owners have engaged 
special policemen, and they say that they will 
resume work if it becomes necessary to kill 

the entire force of strikers.

ARCHITECTURE. 

SOME REMARKS UPON THE PREVATLING 
STYLES IN RESIDENCES AND PUBLIC 
BUILDINGS. 

“This is a period of wonderful activity and 
progress in architectural art.“ said Mr. D. H. 
Burnbam, the architect. last week. The new, 
the beautiful, and the useful in bouse-building 
were never so conspicuous and abundant as at 
present.” | 

„Wust order or style of architecture is the 
prevalent one at present? 

“That depen 6 on what class a building de- 
longs to. The Ionic, Doric, and Corinthlau, which 
we call the classical orders, have gone dut of use 
as entire orders, though ciassical details are 
still used, espécialiy in France and Ger- 
many. The public buildings of our General 
Government are mostly Romanesque, and some 
of them are very creditabie designs. The State- 
Houses, with the exception of that at Albany, 
N. T., are nondescripts in their general char- 
acter, worked up with classical details. The 
strong competition among architects for the 
honor of desigaing them throws the work into 
tne hands of mcompetent men, who almost in- 
variably make failures of them. Church build- | 
ings uptil latelyran almost entirely to various 
moditications of Gothic, with pointed windows 
and arches and d pointed gabies. But sia 


erection of inity Episcopal Churen b 
Kichardson, in on, three or four years ago, 
that style bas gone out, and the Romanesque, 
with its round arches, its early English 
capitais, and its Normanesque details, is 
spreading all over the country. In busi-

any style. In private residences what is called

and old German forms. Its distinguishing 
features are very low stories, very higo roots.

either by paiot or by mixing material.”’ 

** What is the tendency in the style of private 
residences?” 

“There is a new style approaching us from 
New Engiand, which is a combination of Queen 
Anne with the nondescript styte of the period of 
the Revolutionary War, called the Contigental 
style. It basn’t a particle of beauty in it as to 
“yg ye and its greatest attractions seems 
to in ite oddity. One would think that it 
would not spread beyond New England, but 
fact is it is coming West very fast.“ 

Wat styles prevail in che interior of private 
residences?’ 

There never was a time when the houses of 
the middie classes were so homelike and so 
picturesque. degree of convenience and 
beauty attained is only equaled by che iatelli- 
gent demand that exists fur them even among 
plain people. The time was when homes were 
built the easiest way possipie, and the inmates 
couformed to it the best they could: but now 
they want the house to couform to them. They 
want a pook or corner for the piano, che hat- 
tree, and everything else. The lady who used 
to come fora design for a house was ignorant 
and careless of details; but the indy who comes 
ier that purpose now asks endless guesuons 
about detalis, especially the colors to be in 
every part of it.” 

What styies prevail among the rich?“ 

“ The interior ot the houses of the rich are 
filled, to au absurd and incredible extent, with 
what is odd and antique. I know one fine resi- 
dence on the South Side in the hall of which 
are a suit of armor, two or three old bronzes, 
an old spicning-wheel, an old wurm-eateu 
carved chest.jaome ancient gobelin{tapestry, and 
an old rug badiy frayed around the edges. The 
parior of one such house that | know of bas ror 
an ornament a lera black teak-wood cabiuet, 
flied with old china, Some ot these houses look 
like a bric-a-brac store or a curiosity shop. 
There is a straining after queer effects in shape 
and color. and yet, combined witb all this non- 
sense, is the most minute and rational provision 
comfort and convenience that has ever been

„What ie the most marked style iu outside 
material?“ 

“Phe most conspicuous thing at present is the 
rage for red brick and terra-cotta. The return 
to red brick from stone wus the result of the 
great which visited the leading cities of 
this utry some years ago. beginning with 
Chicago. Brick are almost indestructibie in ure. 
and their pularity in business structures is 
well founded, but for other kinds of bulidtugs 
the style has culminated. Terra-cotta trim- 
mings bave been in use more or less for several 
years, but they have been reliable against the 
weather fora much sborter time. terra- 
cotta was first made ano used in Chicago.“ 

Ho do other materials stand?” 

There is a great willingness to use new ma- 
terial, for the sake of novelty, and new kinds 
are always coming to front. I am just about 
to build a residence of gueiss, which shine in 
the sun like siiver.”’ 

Does iron hold its own?” 

It does not. For several years past it has 
been eutirely distrusted, unless covered with 
terra-cotta or other material to protect it from 
fire. For joists steel is coming into use instead 
of iron, and is muct liked, as it is much stronger

“They are of a very circumscribed utility.

THE LABOR QUESTION 
The Senate Committee Invites All the 


Cranks to Send Their Panaceas in 


Writing. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 13, 1883.--To the Pub- 


lic: The Senate of the United States passed the | 


following resolution the 26th day of February 
last: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Education 
and Labor is hereby nutborized and directed to 
take into consideration the subject of the rela- 
tions between labor and capital, the wages and 
hours of labor, the condition of the laboring 
classes in the United States, and their relative 
condition and wages as compared with similar 
classes abroad, and to inquire into the division 
between labor and capital of their joint produc- 
tions in the United States; also, the subject of 


thereof and tne agencies produc 
same; and to report what jegisiation 
should be ado to modify or re- 


legislation culculated to barmonious 

relations between capitalists and laborers and 

the interests of both by the improvement of the 

. of the industrial classes of the United 
tates. 

Second—Said committee shall have leave to 
sit in vacation and by sub-coaimittees visit such 
places in the United States as they muy deem 
proper to obtain necessary information under 
these resolutions: and said committee or sub- 
committee shall have power to send for persons 
and papers, to administer oaths, and to examine 
persons under oath or otherwise, and to cause 
depositions to be taken and certiued under such 
regulations as they may adopt. 

In the discharge of the duty imposed by this 
resolution the committee bas already taken the 
oral testimony of many wituesses. all. or nearly 
all, of whom bave been of high personal char- 
acter and unusual intelligence, representing 

rephically all seetions d resident ia 
eleven different States and the District of Co- 
lumvia. Forty-seven representatives of work- 
(nginen, most of them practical mecbunics and 
laborers in twenty-two Of the trades and occu- 
pations, and at the same time delegates and 
officers of the various labor organizadons in ail 


parts of the United States, have been fully ex- 
a amined; also twenty leading bankers, manu- 


facturers, merchants, and representatives of 
various corporations; fifteen editors and writ- 
ers: two lawyers, both of whom appeared by re- 
quest in the interest of iaboring wen; two cler- 
gymen; and thirteen women. who have testified 
chiefly to the peculiar disabilities and hard- 
ships which the most enligntened and Christian 
— on earth inflicts upon women and chil- 
ren. 

Most of these witnesses have testified in a 
deleguted or representative capacity. They 
have, asa rule. been selected with great cure. 
Aithough a large proportion have been poor ina 
purse, yet they have been exceptionully intelli- 
gent ana reliable, nor can they assailed 
wicbout at the same time attacking numerous 
bodies of American citizens wbo believe and 
feel us they do themselves. 

Often the most valuable facts have been com- 
municated by witnesses holding unusual opin- 
ions, and sometimes iu this world tuose in the 
miuority have been in the rigbt. 

In addition to the testimuny already taken 
orally many valuable written statements of 
facts and remediai suggestions have been tiled 
with the committee which will receive due at- 
tention before their report is submitted to the 
Senate. The time that is available will be 
devoted to its accomplishment, but it is 
impossible to carry out the purpese of the 
resolution by bearing orally all the impor- 
tant witnesses wild dave manifested a desire to 
submit facts and opinions to the committee. 
This is especially true of the great mass of the 
people of the country who are employed in agri- 
culture and in the smalier centres of population. 
Yet upon their condition primarily rests that of 
all other members of society. 

The committee has therefere instructed me to 
issue this circular inviting written communica- 
tions from those who may voluntarily favor us 
with matter pertinent to be considered in this 
investigation. We shali especially value tersely 
stated and definit information, statistical iu 
form when appropriate and convedient to make 
it so, touching the actual condition of the pceo- 
ple in the respects covered by the resolution at 
tne present time in ail parts of the cuuutry, and 
also that condition as compared with previous 
periods of our bistorg and with the condition of 
the people of ocher civilized countries, Com- 
munications from individuals (who shouid 
give their residence, occupation, means 
ot knowledge, 80 as to guarantee the authen- 
ticity and reliability’ of their statements), re- 
ports of working org@nizations, of granges, and 
agricultural, charitabie, and other organiza- 
tlons, of bureaus of statistics, municipal aad 
other corporate bodies, offieial documents, and 
curefully- prepared matter of any description 
the committee 
will be received, filed, utilized in this investiza- 
tion, and permanentiy preserved for reference 
in fature. It is thought that such matter, much 
of which will be prepared witb great labor and 
ability, may be valuable if thus preserved by 
one of the standing committees of the Senate, 
and it is hoped that a corresponding effort win 
be made by all who communicate with the com- 
mittee that their contributions be worthy 
of preservation. This suggescdon, bowever, 
must not construed as indicating a 
desire that any one feeling a grievance 
or having in mind a thougut which 
ought to be considered by the committee 
should witboold it. Facts and opinions from 
those in the common walks of life are often the 
most valuable, and in a free country nothing is 
more important than that what ali the people 
are thinking of abould be generally made 
known. ‘The only way to safely suppress wrong 
or dangerous ideas is to refute them. This can 
be done neither vy torce nur ridicule. Reason 
and justice alone can preserve the Hepublic. ~ 

The wide dissemination througn tue press of 
the testimony. already taken, althouzu che te- 
ports have been necessarily imperfect, bas 
served to indicate the general subject matter 
thought to be pertinent in this investigation. 
Without ignoring other topics embraced in the 
resoiution, we wouid speciaily invite facts 
as to the numbers of our people who have 
homes of their own and description thereof, ex- 
tentof liens, if any, and other incumbrances 
upon houses and lands, with rates of interest and 
rents.and tax es paid which constitute an annual 
charre upon the incomes and wages of those 
who Own or occupy them: the amount of wages 
earned iu all forms of labor. steadiness of em- 
— fn and frequency of payment of wages, 
and in what payment is made, and of gross and 
net incomes, with full particulars of retail cost 
and quality of sheiter, food, ciothing, and all 
necessaries of life, the sources, amouut of, dis- 
tribution, and collection of taxation and public 
burdens of all kinds among the people, hours of 
labor. employments, and wages of women ana 


- children,sanitary céadiuons of homes and dwell- 


ings, and of shops, factories. and all premises 
where labor is performed, aud previsions for 
the protection of health and life in all places of 
abode and labor, including routes of transporta- 
tion by land and water: forms of wasteful and 
extravagant expenditure, inciuding intem- 
perate and hurtful habits and practices of the

Complaints of Bosatmen Against the 
Erie Canal. 

Thexe is considerable bad feeling among boat- 
men over the condition of the Erie Canal. They 
claim that unger the present management the 
great waterway has fallen into a general state 
of decay, and are very pronounced in their 
charges of negiect and ircapable management 
ayvainst Superintendent Shanahan. It is alleged 
that the towpaths are in ruts, worn by the feet 
of the borses and the action of the weather; the 
water in the canal is often drawn off for private 
uses, such as to run milis, and boats drag the 


great mortality among horses in consequence of 
the extra labor required to move the boats 
along; lock-gates ieaking and lock-teuders in- 
competent, negiectful, and abusive unless 
quieted with fees from boat-owmers; and a gen- 
eral decay in the maintenance of the canal. The 
complaints of boat-owners are universal, and 
are uttered irrespective of party, as ihe 
trouble exists along the whole line of 
the canal. uperintendent Shanahan is an 
appointee of Gen. Cleveland, and is said to be 
a contractor with interests totally in antagonism 
to the canal, which interest he is now fostering 
by neglecting tue duties for which be was ap- 
pointed. Superintendent Shanahan denies the 
ullegauens, and says charges ure made 
situply for the purpose of mak political 
capital agaiost the Democratic Administration. 
This may be true, but it seems siugular that 150 
buatmen would.sign a petition denouncing the 
madagenient unless there were some grounds 
ſor it. This much is certain, that the circulation 
of damaging re regarding the canal is hav- 
ing a marked effect among shippers at this port 
and at other ports on Lakes Michigan. Huroa, 
ano Erie. Shippers will hesitate to forward grain 
for transbipment via the canal if matters are 
really as bad as reported.

Waugoshance Light and Fog Sicnal. 

The workmen engaged in erecting the new 
fog-signal house and repairing the lighthouse of 
Waugosbance Pier have completed the job and 
left for their several homes. There were thirty- 
nine men employed at the work for the better 
part of two months. This pier is on the most 
exposed point on the whole lakes, a southeast 
wind throwing spray twenty teet over the lau- 
tern, which is about ninety feet above the lake. 
In freezing weather the ice envelopes the whole 
pier, und in winter the only thing visibie is a 
«reat mound of ice, with nothing but the upper 
half of the tower in sight, the house. pier, and 
boat-houses being covered. The action of the 
ice curt into the brickwork, throwing down large 
pieces of masonwork, and by crusbing ia thecrib 
threatened the destrucuon of the structure. 
Sixteen years ago the foundation was renewed 
by sinking a caisson and building up with cut 
stone from tifteen feet below the water-line to 
fifteen feet above the lake. Ou this was built 
the dweiling-house. The old vier, 100 feet 
square and ten feet high. still surrounds the 
stovuework, thourh a few seasons will see the 
last of it, as it is so loose that it strikes 
against the stonework in a henvy sea. It. was 
decided to repair the tower and dwelling by 
building a casing of three-cighth-iuch boiler- 
iron around the whole, leaving space evough 
for huiding on the rivets anc ulling the space 
with conerete. The job was dune oY contract, 

6 bids being opened July 1, the Buhl Iron- 


orks being the. lowest bidder at $23,000. 
Accurate measures were taken, and the 
sheets of boiler-piate were all punched 


and bent at tne shop in Detroit. There 
were about 24,000 boles puuched, only four 
of which had ropunched at pier. 
Tbe materials used in the job were 138.000 
pounds of iron, 120 barreis ot patent cement, 
350 barrels of sand, 560 pounds of stone, 20.000 
brick, fifty barrels of lime, two bvilere*42x12, 
two fog-signal engines 4x6, with all the valves, 
pumps, pipes, woisties, and oer tools and up- 
piinnees for erecting the work, besides the large 
umount of provisivas consumed by tue men, 
The difficulties of the work were great, every 
ram or heavy seu driving the men from the 
pier, aud as the sealfolds were sixty feet high 
work could not be carried on in a high wing. 
At onetime the weather was so bad that two 
weeks elapsed during which no communication 
could be bad with the shore, a mile and a halt 
distaat, from which sand and stone were ob- 
tained, and no mail or muterials could be 
brought from Mackinaw. But in spite ot these 
obstacies anda la amouut of sickness on the 
pier, six men bBaving to be sent home on that 
account, the jobis at last coinpleted three weck 
before (ne specified time. The fog-sigual house 
is of three-eigbtas boiler iron, tigntiy riveted 
and calked. It is in a radius of twenty feet, the 
centre of which is the tower, bemg. fifteen feet 
wide and two-thirds of a circle, tne coal bump- 
ers occupying the corners. The whole strueture 
is pamted with a coating of brown mineral 
paint. The boiler-iron casing of the tower is 
sixty-two teet hich from the stone toundadon. 
The fog-signals are duplicaies with boilers set iu 
brick work. They ure so arranged that they 
make two blasts of about four seconds duration 
in a minute. The whistles are ten iuches in 
diameter, a duplicate of those used ou the lukes. 
The fog-bell which was beretofore used hus been 
removed. It would seem that the ligptbouse on 
thie more exposed situation was nuw finished 
for generations, as nothing but an earthquake 
or tornado can affect it, aud it would be safeto 
— — lighthouse the odds against au average 
adv. 


Death-Traps for Sallors. 

With but few exceptions, the vessels compris- 
ing the lengthy list of wrecks that dave oc- 
curred this season were old craft, built tuirty or 
forty years ago. That such vessels should be 
allowed to navigate the lukes seems almost 
crimioal, and there shoaid certaiuly be a legis- 
lative act to prevent unsound and rickety craft 
from leaving port. Out of the many vesseis en- 
euged in the lumber trade on Lake Michigan, a 
large perceiutawe of them were built awuy back 
in tue fit ties and quite a number in the forties, 
They have no insurance rating, and ure conse- 
guently uninsured. They are, as a rule, ris 


manned and in bad repuir. Sailors dislike 
to risk their lives in 
class, and tbe crews are usually com of 


such mon as Cannot obtain a berth on first-class 
vesseis. The owners run on the eheap system, 
paying as small wuges as possible, and are ut- 
terily uomindful of making any repairs so long 
us the oid tub will keep her rail abuve water. 
The result is mat scarcely a day passes but one 
or more of them come in leaking and frequently 
waterlogged. Searcely a blow of any conse- 
quence occurs 00 the lakes but some of the old- 
timers go asbore or are | teraliy blown to pieces.
